For as the mind ouercaried with doubt, 
either of being relieued in reſpect of a 
low eſtate, without ſome ſwe:t com- 
fort, catrieth the Soule to deſolas 
tion, and layeth (as it were) before 
the cies of the naturall man, nothing 
but humane. deuices and pollicies of 
reaſon , to intangle the poore ſoule in 
the net of vtter deſpaire, or dangerous 
preſumption , which both are euill : 
So a ſtayed confidence in the merirs of 
Chriſt, in true reformation of life, 
baniſheth all feare of death and hell 
in reſpe& of ſinne, and reſting truely 
vpon the prouidence of God, to re- 
coiue in his good time, things requiſite 
for our bodies, expelleth all feare of pe- 
riſhing, in reſpe& of a low & miſerable 
eſtate in this life, Without ſinne no man 
liueth, and therefore a neceſſary medi- 
cine is prayer, for the preſeruatiõ of al. 
Wicheut worldly troubles few can liue, 
or at leaſt in great danger of many ca- 
ſualtiesʒ and rhe moſt ſecure cannot ſay, 
I willbe ſafe one houre: Nay, he muſt 
confeſſe his eſtate miferablezthe begin- 
ning miſerable; in wailing,crying, and 
howling : the middle miſerable, in tra- 
uell, labour, check, enemies, and ——

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euils: the end miſerable, in diſeaſes, in 
ſicknes, in weaknes, diſdained of all, and 
caſt of at laſt as duſt off the earth, and 
dung of the field the fatteſt, che faireſt; 
the fineſt, che wileſtithe wantonneſt, & 
vorldlieſt being meate for the wormes. 
Let no man then glory of a rich, or bee 
diſmaied at a poore eſtate, but acknow- 
ledge that the rich as well as the poore, 
the King as well as che beggar, the high 
eſtas well as the loweſt; all and euery 
one hach need of this medicine of prai- 
er, to bee either de liuered from a mi- 
ſerable eſtate preſent, or from caſuall 
calamities ſo common to all, if not 
at one time, yet at another.

The poore 
man perhaps heareth them; rhe zealous 
will aſſured ly learne them, and the god- 
ly will carefully performe chem, not 
onely in reſpe& of miſery, andfor the 
berrering of a low eſtate in this life, but 
in reſpe& of ſinne, he originall ground

a cleere conſcience it may ſay, and in 
action performe, that hauing nothing, it 
poſſeſſech all things, and being poore, iv 
is yet rich, &c.
